On Wage-Hour Change 


A com prehensive plan for pro­ 
posed personnel rules was ap­ 
proved by city councilm en at its 
m eeting last Friday, classifying 
city employes, fixing basic sal­ 
aries and establishing hours of 
work. The plan was subm itted by 
City M anager W illiam 
E. 
Al­ 
worth. Recom m endations for sal­ 
ary raises in all departm ents were 
included. 
The classification set-up was 
based on questionnaires filled out 
* by em ployes them selves, the pay 
¡ rate, in five steps, the m id-point 
being based on the average pay 
I rate in other California cities 
adjusted to the Palm Springs cost 
j of living, and the hours were 
¡ adjusted to the needs of the vari- 
¡ous departm ents. 
WORK-HOURS FIXED 
City hall employes w ere on a 
41-hour week, police departm ent 
em ployes on a 40-hour week, 
down eight hours, fire departm ent 
em ployes on a 72-hour week, re­ 
duced from 96 hours and city 
waste disposal w orkers on a 48 
hour week, additional w orkers 
to be added to m ake this possible. 
Provisions w ere set up for va­ 
cations w ith pay, based on length 
of tim e in the em ploy of the 
city and also for sick leave. 
TO AID EFFICIENCY 
“A doption of this plan” said 
M anager A lw orth, “will be of un­ 
told value in attracting and hold­ 
ing com petent w orkers in all city 
departm ents.”

Boost in Taxes 
Under Study by 
City Leaders 


Because Palm Springs will "pay 
through the nose” in county taxes 
this year, civic officials w ere 
planning a tax investigation this 
week to determ ine w hether the 
Village “is being taken for a 
ride.” 
With the county board con­ 
tem plating a hike in the tax rate 
well above that of the past fiscal 
year and the assessed valuation 
here 60 p er cent higher than last 
year, 
Palm 
Springs 
may 
pay 
$300,000 to the county in taxes, 
it was estim ated today. 
TWICE AS MUCH 
Village 
taxpayers 
will 
pour 
twice as much into the coffers 
of the county than they will pay 
for operation of their own city. 
The city is lim ited to a rate of 
$1 per $100 assessed valuation. 
The county rate m ay go as high 
as $2.40, it was estimated. 
It was expected, however, th at 
the 
county 
board 
will 
pare 
enough from the budget so th at 
the rate m ay be around $2.25 
ner $100 valuation. 
ASSESSMENT JUM PS

a s s e s s e d

jumped to $13,000,000 this year 
from slightly more th an $8,400,000 
last year, a 60 per cent increase.

Palm Springs contributes m ore 
to county coffers than any other 
city in the county except R iver­ 
side.

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New Buildings for 
School Districts 
Increase Budgets 
Increases in cost of instruction, 
maintenance and plans for need­ 
ed new' class rooms were princi­ 
pal items in increased budgets 
for both Palm Springs high 
school and the Desert school dis­ 
trict.Plans for new buildings, the 
need for which has been apparent 
for the past two years, brought a 
sharp increase in the capital out­ 
lay items in both school budgets. 
Maintenance of present equip­ 
ment and necessary increases in 
staff personnel were next on the 
list. 
PLAN NEW BUILDINGS 
The high school district budget 
for the new year is $284,750 com­ 
pared to $245,533.39 expenditures 
last year. Hearing on the high 
school budget was held last night. 
Capital outlay, the biggest item, 
was fixed at $150,000. 
The Desert school district bud­ 
get hearing is slated for August 
5. The budget, including a $75,000 
item for new buildings, totals 
$286,095. Expenditures last year 
were $200,506.57. Voters in the 
Desert district recently author­ 
ized an increase in the tax rate 
limit to make possible erection of 
new classrooms. 
AVOID BOND ISSUES 
Both districts have been main­ 
taining a reserve for new build­ 
ings, to be built on the pay-as- 
you-go plan rather than resorting 
to a bond issue. 


Municipal Poo! 
Now Paying Its 
Way, Chief Reports 
For the first time in the three 
years it has been in operation, 
the municipal swimming pool, es­ 
tablished through the generosity 
of former councilman Frank Cut­ 
ler at his home. Mérito place, is 
paying its own way, Chief of 
Police A. G. Kettmann, reported 
Thursday. 
He rapped his knuckles on 
wood as he said it. 
"We have six weeks more to 
go,” he said. 
Attendance at the pool since 
it opened, up to yesterday, has 
been 1,625. Last year the entire 
attendance was 2,191. 
“We are within 500 of the 
total for last year and have six 
weeks to go,” he said. “At the 
present rate, total summer at­ 
tendance this year may top 3,000." 
In the slightly more than a 
month that the pool has been in 
operation, 580 adults, 816 young­ 
sters and 229 youths of high 
school age, have taken dips in 
the pool. 
As of Monday, income was al­ 
most $50 ahead of expenses, Chief 
Kettmann said in his report to 
City Manager William Alworth.

BETATAKIN INDIAN RUINS 


Leaving Goulding's we crossed 
the U tah state line back into 
Arizona and headed dow n the 
dusty road in a southw esterly 
direction. I looked back at the 
receding 
m onum ents 
over 
the 
rise, realizing why so m any stu­ 
dios had chosen M onum ent Valley 
as backgrounds: “Stage Coach,” 
“Billy the Kid," “K it Carson,” 
“The H arvey G irls,” and last, 
“My D arling, Clem entine.” We 
passed the turn-off on our right 
to Oljc-to trading post, site of 
the very first post ever estab- 
lishtd on the Navaho Indian res­ 
ervation by the W etherell’s. 
Then 
on 
beyond 
Anderson's 
camp 
and 
finally 
to K ayenta 
again, the most rem ote post of­ 
fice in the United States. A short 
stop for m ail and on through 
beautiful but treacherous (when 
wet) M arsh Pass. H ere we could 
see 
the 
brilliantly 
red-walled 
Segi canyon stretching off to 
our right, tow ard our goal for 
the day: B etatakin. However, to 
drive to this noted cliff-dwelling 
ruin, we had to continue on about 
ten miles and come into it from 
the south and w est, in a big 
back- tracking loop. 


OVER TOUGH ROAD 


I hud long ago seen the name 
B etatakin on the road-m aps and 
had w ondered w hat it m ight be 
like, but never had a very crys­ 
tallized idea about it, even though 
I had seen some beautiful color 
pictures of the ruins in Arizona 
Highways. I soon realized why it 
was not better-know n by the 
travelling public. A lthough it is 
only about ten m iles from the 
main dirt road running from Tuba 
City on through M onum ent V al­ 
ley, th at short stretch of road is 
a very bad one. W hen it goes 
over the loose elayish red soil, 
it’s like a highway. In fact, in 
one stretch of such sm ooth road­ 
way there is a w arning sign: 
WHOA! 
instead of the usual 
SLOW! It is when the trail goes 
over w hat is locally known as 
slick-rock that the going is really 
bad, a preview of w hat we were 
to encounter later on the Rainbow 
, bridge road. Slick-rock is a bare 
¡ expense 
of 
smooth 
sandstone, 
som etimes extending as far as a 
half mile. In these places, you 
m erely drive across the rock, 
w ith painted arrow s on the stone 
surface to direct you along the 
least destructive path. O ver and 
across ledges you go, up steep 
slopes and down sharp inclines, 
around boulders, across ravines. 
If you don't take it slowly, your 
fly-w heel pan or oil-pan will 
suffer. You can’t average more 
than ten m iles an hour at the 
most across such intervals, but 
moved by the determ ination to 
reach your goal in spite of every­ 
thing, you do get over the bad 
Diaces, and later w onder w hy you 
w ere so w orried. T hey always 
seem less hazardous on the re­ 
turn trip. 


THROUGH FOREST 


The road winds up a m ountain 
slope, through a forest of pinyon 
pines and junipers, dotted with 
the bright golden yellow of wild 
w allflow ers and the sheer crim ­ 
son of penstemons. The soil itself 
betw een the rocks is a deep 
orange-brow n 
hue, 
much 
like 
clay in constituency. 
A t long last you leave the 
rocky stretches behind and ang­ 
ling in and out among the trees, 
come to a halt beside a rustic 
log dw elling and a sm all single­ 
roomed pine structure th at is the 
headquarters for the Ruins. B eta­ 
takin is one of three separate and 
distinct cliff-dw ellings included 
in Navaho N ational M onument, 
all three being u nder the one 
custodian 
w ho lives 
here. His 
nam e is Jim m y Brew er, a young 
chap, 
just 
recently 
discharged 
from the arm ed services and re­ 
turned to this national park po­ 
sition w hich he had held before 
the 
war. 
D uring 
his 
absence, 
C atharine and Bill W ilson from 
Rainbow bridge had looked after 
the place, and they have since 
returned to Rainbow Lodge to 
resum e th eir form er work. 
U nfortunately Jim m y w asn't at 
home w hen we called: he was off 
on a horse-trip w ith a group of 
tourists to K eet Seel: instead we 
w ere welcomed by his father, a 
gray-haired jovial old gentlem an 
who m ade us feel right at home.

us on the right trail to the ruins, 
and only at our repeated in­ 
sistence did he retu rn to the 
house. From 
the headquarters, 
w here every visitor signs the big 
register book, there is a well- 
defined trail, called the Sandal 
Trail, about a m ile in length, 
which leads you around and back 
to the opposite side of the narrow 
and deep canyon in w hich the 
ruins are located. 
From this vantage point, you 
can look dow n and across into 
a huge cave, over tw o hundred 
feet high. In the bottom of this 
open cave, about fifty feet above 
the floor of the canyon, are the 
ruins of an ancient cliff-dwelling, 
occupied betw een the years 1242 
and 1300, as determ ined by the 
tree-ring dating m ethod. At that 
rem ote tim e, 700 years ago, this 
cave had 
nearly 
150 separate 
rooms, of w hich m ore than 50 
w ere 
living 
qu arters 
for 
the 
various fam ilies dw elling there. 
Six of these rooms w ere evi­ 
dently underground 
cerem onial 
cham bers called “kivas,” and 13 
of them 
w ere open courts or 
patios, used for local gatherings. 
In addition there w ere at least 
tw o grinding room s w here the 
corn was converted into flour, and 
som e 30 storage rooms, w here 
supplies w ere accum ulated and 
kept safe. Even the manos and 
m etates w ith w hich the corn was 
ground are still there, just as 
the Indians left them so long 
ago. 


FOUND IN 1909 


The w a l l s are exceptionally 
w ell-preserved, 
for 
the 
ruins 
w ere not discovered by w hites 
until 1909, w hen John W ethcrell 
and 
Dr. 
Byron 
C u m m i n g s 
chanced upon them , and they 
w ere not excavated and stabilized 
u ntil 1917, then under the direc­ 
tion of Neil Ju d d of the S m ith­ 
sonian. This, coupled w ith their 
rem oteness 
and 
inaccessibility, 
have saved them from the inroads 
of am ateur pot-hunters, who far 
too often destroy more than they 
find. 
The 
n a m e 
B etatakin is of 
Navaho origin, and is the nam e 
those Indians applied to the ruins 
w hen they found them . It m eans 
“Hillside 
House," 
and 
is 
pro­ 
nounced B ay-tot-ah-keen. 
The other tw o ruins included in 
N avaho N ational M onum ent are 
K eet Seel and Inscription House, 
both much m ore difficult to get 
to than this one. K eet Seel is 
the largest cliff dw elling in A ri­ 
zona. and is reached only by an 
11-mile trail. It is thought to be 
the last ruin in th at area to be 
abandoned. It was discovered in 
1893 and partially excavated in 
1934. 
The third of the trio, Inscrip­ 
tion House, is some 20 miles d i­ 
rectly 
west 
of 
B etatakin 
and 
K eet Seel, and requires a hike 
of several m iles lo see. It is the 
sm allest of the three, containing 
only about 75 rooms, on the w alls

I scratched an inscription (thus the 
nam e). Very little now rem ains 
of this inscription, w hich is be­ 
lieved to be of Spanish origin, 
but John W ethcrell, who m ade 
his second trip there in 1909, re­ 
m em bers it as: “C H O S 1661 
a d n.” 


COLORFUL VIEW 


Jack had w orn a bad blister on 
his heel during our exploring on 
the previous day, so we decided 
not to hike dow n into the canyon 
as we had originally planned. 
Instead, we ate our lunches on 
the brink of the cliff, trying to 
visualize all 
the activity 
that 
m ight 
have 
been 
seen 
below 
nearly 
1000 
years 
before. We 
w hiled aw ay another hour a few 
hundred yards beyond, for we 
found that a second canyon cut 
in behind us, joining the one in 
front of us a short distance to 
our right. W e w ere in effect on 
the point of a “V.” We hiked to 
the edge and stared dow n a sheer 
vertical drop of some 800 feet. 
Before us the m ain canyon con­ 
tinued a m ile or so and then ran 
directly into a larger, deeper one: 
Segi Canyon, up w hich the K eet 
Seel ruins lay. The view out to­ 
w ard this canyon was one of the 
m ost colorful we had yet seen, 
for it was a m ass of bright 
oranges and reds. 
Chico was shouting for echoes 
again, and sure enough, he got 
about five clear ones in return. 
T hen we turned back to the 
headquarters. Mr. B rew er again 
m et us and urged us to rem ain 
overnight to see Jim m y, who w as 
due in late th a t evening. But 
Jack decided w e’d b etter go on, 
so w e bid him goodbye and jarred 
back over the rocky road. This 
tim e we didn’t continue on back 
to th e main d irt road, but cut 
across 
to 
th e trading post at 
Shonto, run by R euben Heflin. 
R euben had one of the heartiest 
laughs we had yet heard, and he 
soon had us all in smiles. He 
m aintains a sm all auto-court here, 
for

Then, anxious to be aw ay, w e 
dran k a parting coke w ith him 
and continued on. En route, Jack 
decided th a t since his blister 
was still giving him trouble, we 
had better postpone the R ain­ 
bow bridge trip a couple of days.

Rental Situation 
Explained by Head 
Of County Office 


U nder the revised OPA bill 
signed a week ago Thursday by 
President Trum an, tenants or­ 
dered evicted on Aug. 1 are not 
required to move and any month 
increases ordered effective on 
that date are nullified, George 
J. MacDonald, director of the San 
B ernardino - Riverside 
counties 
district OPA rent control office, 
said this week. 
The resurrection of the OPA 
returns both the tenant and the 
landlord to their June 30 status 
and all federal rent control and 
eviction laws in effect that date 
arc again in force. 
Tenants who w ere given evic­ 
tion notices during the interim 
period need not fear being put 
out of th eir homes, D irector Mac­ 
Donald said, since landlords are 
now prohibited from proceeding 
with 
eviction 
actions 
w ithout 
first com plying with all OPA 
requirem ents. 
JUDGMENTS REQUIRED 
The regulations are the same 
as those in effect on June 30, and 
require landlords to file a pe­ 
tition w ith the OPA asking for 
a certificate to evict, the estab­ 
lishm ent of a w aiting period(from 
usually tw o to six m onths), serv­ 
ing of the eviction notice, and 
proper court action. 
However, 
landlords who did 
comply w ith OPA eviction laws 
and then obtained an eviction 
. judgm ent 
in court during the 
interim 
m ay proceed 
to evict 
legally. 
Also tenants who wore evicted 
from Ju ly 1 to 25 w hen penal­ 
ties for ÓPA violations did not 
apply, cannot now regain posses­ 
sion. 
RETAIN RENTS PAID 
Even though court action call­ 
ing for eviction under state laws 
during the 
interim m ay have 
been’-com pleted, the tenants may 
not yet be evicted until the land­ 
lord m eets the OPA regulations. 
MacDonald said, and landlords 
who are uncertain as to w hether 
thev m et all eviction law s are 
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asked to consult the Riverside 
office. 
Landlords who received more 
than the ceiling rents for July 1 
to July 25 are not required by 
the OPA to refund the excess 
amount, MacDonald emphasized. 
This means th at if a tenant paid 
$75 
rental for 
a 
form er 
$50 
house for the one m onth only 
(July 1 to Aug. 1) he cannot 
collect the extra $25. 
However, if the landlord col­ 
lected during the interim period 
more than one month's increased 
rent, he must refund the excess 
over the ceiling price for the 
30-day period. 
RENTS FROZEN 
Director MacDonald expressed 
doubt that m any Riverside land­ 
lords would be required to re­ 
fund 
rent, 
since 
even under 
state law, they had to give ten ­ 
ants a 30-day notice of increased 
rent. Consequently, any increase 
would 
not 
be 
effective 
until 
Aug. 1. 
Regardless of the term s of a 
new lease draw n up w hen the 
OPA was powerless, the landlord 
can charge no more than the 
ceiling rent on July 30. 
Landlords who changed their 
rental basis contrary to rental 
regulations, 
such 
as 
from 
a 
m onthly or w eekly to a daily 
basis during the period when 
federal controls were off, m ust 
return to the ren al period in 
effect for the unit . n Ju n e 30. 
MUST RETURN Di POSITS 
Security deposits 
¡ven by ten ­ 
ants from July 1 to July 25 must 
be returned w ithin i0 days from 
now, otherwise, the landlord is 
in violation of OPA regulations 
and subject to penalties. 
Dwellings w hich were rented 
during the interim period must 
be 
registered 
with 
the 
OPA 
w ithin 30 days.
